Through the years, by dint of de- 
veloping the “Magic Step”, a simple, yet 
effective method of teaching dancing, 
and aided by powerful publicity and 
advertising campaigns, Murray built a 
huge organization, which today includes 
450 dance studios throughout the world, 
10,000 instructors, and over 1,000 clerks 
and assistants. He has kindled many 
dancing-crazes, which were reflected in 
hit songs and records. Johnny Mercer 
even wrote a song titled “Arthur Mur- 
ray Taught Me Dancing In A Hurry.” 
It was introduced by Betty Hutton in a 
film called “The Fleet’s In” and be- 
came a big hit.

How would you like to be a secretary 
to one of the nation’s top dise jockeys? 
Sounds like fun, no? O.K., but let us 
warn you — if you’re going to work for 
Howard Miller, then you’re going to 
have to handle over 2,000 fan letters a 
week; for this “music maker” from the 
Windy City of Chicago is, without a 
doubt, one of the most popular deejays 
across the land. All you have to do is 
look at his success story, a fascinating 
one, and you’ll see why. 


You’re probably wondering what 
started Howie on the road to disc jockey 
fame. Actually, it was a case of ap- 
pendicitis. The summer stock theater 
was his first love, but right in the mid- 
dle of his most successful season, the 
appendix started making with the flips, 
and by the time that he had recovered 
from this untimely operation, the sea- 
son’s run was over. Undaunted by this 
setback, Howie decided to enter the 
radio field via the soap opera route, and 
thus began one of the most fabulous 
stories ever to hit the music world. 


Howie has the distinction. of being 
not only the “tops in pops”, but he was, 
at one time, the youngest owner of a 
radio station in the United States. This 
unique honor came about when, while 
studying law at Kent University, he de- 
cided that the only way that he could 
have a free hand in the radio world 
was to own a station himself.

After the war, H.M. returned to 
Chicago and immediately became as- 


sociated with CBS as a staff announcer. 
Later on, he took over the slot of Pro- 
gram director on WIND, Chicago, but 
seeking greater gains, he turned to 
free-lance announcing, and in 1949, he 
had his first show, a once-a-week 15- 
minute affair. But again, Howie was 
not content with his present position, 
so he followed up a lead and soon found 
himself as an executive in the radio 
field. In the first year, his programs 
brought in over 50,000 fan letters. Suc- 
cess had finally come to Howard Miller, 
the boy who refused to give up, even 
when the odds were against him! 


Probably one of the main reasons for 
his rapid rise to stardom is the fact’ 
that his programs contain many un- 
usual features such as the weather for- 
casts by the Farmers Almanac. His ac- 
curacy is uncanny! Uranium hunts, dis- 
cussions on the flying saucers and 
champion basketball demonstrations 
are also a few of the other “Millerisms” 
that have given him top ratings in the 
D.J. popularity poll.

One of the most popular “song spin- 
ners around the West Coast these days 
is Earl McDaniel of Radio Station 
KLAC, Los Angeles. This high-flying 
Dee Jay just recently became a col- 
league of Pete Potter, Dick Hayes, Jack 
Smith, and Gene Norman, and in these 
five masters of the record world, you 
have a quintet that’s pretty hard to 
beat! Earl’s recent association with 
KLAC does not come as a _ complete 
surprise to his many fans, as this native 
Californian has been a familiar sight 
in and around the various studios of 
some of the top flight stations in the 
Los Angeles area. 


Prior to his joining KLAC, Eari had 
“aired the waves” with many other 
“wax museums”, including KGFG, 
KPOP, and KWIK, Burbank, Calif. 
Actually, it was evident from the start 
that “Mac”. was destined to be a disc 
jockey as he performed over the Armed 
Forces Radio, a special services branch 
of the Army, and immediately after his 
discharge from Uncle Sam, the “Earl 
of the Twirl” began spinning for a small 
station in Hutchinson, Kansas.

Sometimes the back door is the most 
direct entrance to the front. Take the 
case of Arnold Maxin as an example. 
Mr. Maxin is the highly capable artist 
and repertoire director of Epic Records.

Arn- 
old’s “back door” jobs to learn the rec- 
ord Fusiness are standing him in good 
stead. 


Mr. Maxin signed Sal Mineo to Epic 
and is working with such artists as Roy 
Hamilton, Four Coins, Tony Perkins, 
Anita Ellis, Eileen Barton, Clara Nel- 
ui ane Something Smith and The Red 

eads. 


He is married and the father of two 
daughters. An outdoor man, Maxin en- 
joys golfing and working on his Penn- 
sylvania farm. 


Arnold Maxin offers this advice to 

songwriters—“Look to your own experi- 
ences”. The best example of how true 
this is can be seen in the Rock And Roll 
field where so many teenage song- 
writers have scored because they are 
able to communicate to their own age 
bracket much easier than older pro- 
fessional writers. It is Mr. Maxin’s 
feeling that one is never too old — or 
too young to write songs.
